In. London the unemployed had formed 
a procession a quarter of ‘a mile long, and 
they had just returned to Tower Hill 
when a section of the crowd broke loose 
and dashed down the steps at the lower 
end of the square, into Great Tower 
street, The police cut the crowd off at 
the foot of the steps, and five men were 
caught in the crush and injured. Four of 
them were taken home by friends. but 
one, a Press photographer, who held his 
camera high above him to save it from 
damage, had to be taken to hospital, and 
was later able to go home. 

[t was proposed that the demonstrators 
should march to the Mansion House. in 
ihe hope of an interview with the Lord 
Mayor, but the City police would not 
allow them within the City boundary. 

sy the time all the contingents had 
arrived at Tower Hill from fifteen dis- 
tricts, the police estimated the crowd at 
nearly three thousand, of whom one-third 
appeared to be spectators. 

After singing the ‘‘Red Flag” the 
contingents left quietly for their various 
districts.

BERLIN DISORDERS. 


270 ARRESTS. 
BERLIN, Thursday, 9 p.m. 

Somewhat serious disturbances occurred 
in Berlin to-night. When work ceased for 
the day in the factories the workers 
poured on to the streets and in various 
parts of the town came into collision with 
the police, who at once used their batons, 
and, in some cases, their revolvers, with 
what many eye-witnesses regard as 
unnecessary brutality. 

In Charlottenburg four demonstrators 
were wounded by bullets and had to be 
taken to hospital, whilst two police 
officers were knocked down and injured 
by the crowd. 

In the centre of the city, in the so- 
called ‘‘ banned ” area, a policeman: shot 
dead one: of a group of unemployed 
demonstrators. In the suburb — of 
Neukoelln a bomb was placed on the 
tram-lines, but exploded without doing 
any damage. A mob smashed the win 
dows of a bank on the Alexander Platz, 
but attempts to storm it were dispersed. 

Outside the headyuarters of the Com. 
munist Party a mob of several thousand 
hurled stones at the police, who obtained 
control of the situation <fter a baton 
charge. 

Reports of disorders on a minor scale 
also came from Hamburg, Dresden, 
Goettingen and other German towns. 

Later. 

Up to 11.30 270 arrests had been made 
in the capital. Conflicts between the 
police and demonstrators are still going 
on in various parts of the city, including 
Unter den Linden and the quarter in 
which the newspaper offices are situated, 
but any attempts to erect barricades or 
resist the guardians of the law are 
speedily disposed of, and the situation is 
well in hand. All the efforts of the Com- 
munists to break through the police 
cordon and reach the Wilhelmstrasse, 
where are situated the Government 
offices, have been frustrated. 

Many people have been injured, prin- 
cipally by blows from police batons. A 
few policemen have also been injured. 


TWO_KILLED BY POLICE AT HALLE. 
From Revter’'s CORRESPONDENT, 
BERLIN, 10 p.m. 

The demonstration in the Buelow square 
in front of the Karl Liebknecht House, 
the headquarters of the Communist Party, 
had, at nine o'clock. to-night, assumed 
such proportions that police reinforce- 
ments had to be rushed to the scene, and 
they are now engaged in clearing the 
square of the yelling hostile crowd. 

In Halle, on the Sa. ';, two people have 
been killed by a policeman, who fired his 
revolver when finding himself hard-pressed 
by a crowd who were resisting the police, 
who had much trouble in clearing the 
streets.

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TEAR GAS USED IN 
WASHINGTON. 
From Revrer’s Corresponvent. 
NEW YORK, Thursaay. 

Despite extraordinary precautions taken 
by the police throughout the United 
States, a number of minor disorders and 
rioting took place in various parts of the 
country to-day. 

In Washington the police were obliged 

to use tear gas to disperse a gathering of 
demonstrators in front of the White 
House, and several Communists were 
injured in a struggle with the police when 
the leader of the demonstrators climbed 
the iron railing of the Presidential 
grounds and attempted to speak. 
President Hoover had just previously 
sent out word to the police not to inter- 
fere with the meeting, provided there was 
no disorder, and the demonstrators con. 
fined themselves to the public thoroug!- 
fares. The police considered that the 
leader of the demonstrators had violated 
the President’s instructions, and forced 
him to get down on to the pavement. A 
boy of about eighteen, wearing a flaming 
red sweater, grasped one of the policemen 
from behind, and a general melee started. 
Youth and police fell to the pavement 
together, whereupon another policeman 
drew his revolver and fired a charge of 
tear gas at the demonstrators, who fled in 
all directions. About twenty persons— 
including several girls—-were immediately 
arrested, 
A number of banners were trampled 
under foot by the crowd. Several people 
received minor injuries. 
Throughout the demonstration Presi- 
dent Hoover was working in his office 
only a hundred yards away.

CIVIL SERVANTS ? 


STATEMENT BY MR. 
McGILLIGAN.

It was denied by Mr. P. McGilligan, 
Free State Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, when an Irish Times repre- 
sentative discussed the. suggestion with 
him yesterday, that the Electricity Supply 
Board is in danger of being dominated by 
Civil Servant members to the exclusion of 
the business »-embers of the Board. 

The reorganised Board is as follows :— 

Mr. A. F. Browne, chairman ; 

Dr. T. A. McLaughlin, 
director ; 

Mr. J. M. Fay. 

(All of the above are full-time members 
of the Board.) 

Mr, J. J. Murphy, ex-Town Clerk of 
Dublin ; 

Dr. H. Kennedy, of the Trish Agricul- 
tural Organisation Society ; 

Mr. J. C. Foley, of Cork; and 

Mr. P. J. Fgaz. of Tullamore. 

These are part-time members of the 


Board. 


PERIOD OF APPOINTMENT. 

Mr. Murphy was appointed for five 
years on February llth last, having 
retired from the chairmanship .of the 
Board immediately before, and the other 
three part-time members were appointed 
on the same date for a period of three 
months. It is understood that at the end 
of the three months the Board may either 
carry on for a further period, as it 1s at 
present constituted, or that it may be 
found possible to do without the services 
of Dr. Kennedy and Messrs. Foley and 
Egan, whose period of office will then have 
expired. The entire Board would then 
consist of the ti:ree full-time members and 
Mr. J..J. Murphy. 

Mr. J. M. Fay, who is now a full-time 
member, and Mr. J. Leydon, of the 
‘Department of Finance, were part-time 
members up to a few months ago, when 
their period of appointment terminated. 


REORGANISATION COMPLETE. 

In reply to a number of questions which 
an Irish Times representative put to him 
yesterday, Mr. McGilligan said that the 
reorganisation of the Board had been com- 
pleted, and that jt was correct to state 
that it was in # to facilitate the re- 
organisation that Mr. J..J. Murphy had 
retired from the chairmanship. 

It was not true, he added, to suggest 
that “ the present policy of the Govern- 
ment is designed with a view to revlacing 
the original Board of business men by a 
Board consisting mostly of civil servants.” 


NO PARLIAMENTARY 
INTERFERENCE. 

“ Even if this were se,” the Minister 
continued, ‘‘ it would not be at variance 
with my policy. I set out to give freedom 
from parliamentary interference ; for, eyen 
if civil servants were appointed to the 
Board, they would have to leave the Civil 
Servee during the period of their appoint- 
ment, and thus could not be under 
control, 

“ Mr. Browne, the Chairman of the 
Board, for example, has severed his con- 
nection with the Civil Service for five 
years from the date of his appointment. 
He retains his pension rights, of course, 
and also his right to return io the Civil 
Service at the end of his period of office ; 
but it is most unlikely that he will avai! 
himself of the right to return to the Civil 
Service.” 


THE ONLY EX-CIVIL SERVANT. 

Mr. McGilligan mentioned that, in the 
correct sense of the term, Mr. Browne 
‘was the only. ex-civil servant on the 
Board. Dr. McLaughlin, the Managing 
Director, was a professional engineer, and 
Mr. J. M. Fay 'ad been associated with 
the Shannon power developinent side of 
the Department of Industry and Com- 
merce since th» date of the contract with 
Messrs. Siemens-Shuckert for the scheme. 
Before that time Mr. Fay was employed 
by an engineering firm, and was occupied 
on t e making of the Ballyvoyle viaduct 
and the rebuilding of the Mallow bridge. 

In reply to a question as to the terms 
of office of the part-time members of the 
Board, the Minister said that on August 
lith, 1927, they were appointed for two 
years. 

From August 11th, 1929, to January 
lith, 1930, they were reappointed on a 
month-to-month basis, and on February 
11 last they were appointed for a further 
three months. 

Whether they will be reappointed when 
this three months expire remains to be 
see

THE FLOUR MILLING 
FUSION. 


OPINION IN LIMERICK, 
FROM OUR OWN U RRESPONDENT. 
LIMERICK, Taursday. 

The interview with Mr. J. V. Rank on 
the subject of the proposed rationalisation 
scheme for the flour-milling industry of 
Iieland, which was published in to-day’s 
Trish Times, was read with keen interest 
in Limerick, where the firm of Joseph 
Rank, Limited, Liverpool, has acquired an 
interest in Messrs. Bannatyne’s and Asso- 
ciated Mills, 

The opinion was expressed that the 

fusion of interests will rather increase 
than diminish the manufacture and out- 
put of flour, bran and pollard in this 
city, and may, therefore; conduce to 
further employment in the mills. 
Mr. Ran- was in Limerick to-day. It 
is understood that he is on a tour of in- 
spection of Messrs. Bannatyne’s mills in 
Limerick, Clare and Cork, with . the 
management of which his firm has been 
connected since the lst of this month. 

Jt was officially announced in. Limerick 
to.day that the City Roller Mills in 
Roche street, owned by Messrs. Banna- 
tyne, will be temporarily closed on and 
from Monday next for the purpose of 
clearing stocks and for the carrying out 
of cleaning and repairs. It is not stated 
for how long the mills will be closed.

CORK COUNCIL’S RESOLUTION

The Bank of England rate was reduced 
from 44 per cent. to 4 per cent. at the 
weekly meeting of the Governors of the 
Bank yesterday. The Court sat for 
longer than usual, and the crowd of busi- 
ness, men, messengers and other City 
people who were waiting in the: corridors 
of the Bank anticipated a reduction when 
no statement had been made by noon. 

“When, shortly after noon, the board 
bearing the brief announcement, “ Bank 
rate 4 per cent.,” was brought ont and 
displayed, there was.a mad rush for the 
doors, The crowd scrambled and pushed, 
and those in the corridors not imme- 
diately concerned with the announcement 
were carried along in the rush for the 
exits.

FAVOURABLE EFFECT ON 
STOCKS. 


The last occasion on which the Bank 
of England rate was fixed so low as 4 per 
cent. was on October 1, 1925. Two 
months later it was increased to 5 pe; 
cent., and from that time to the present 
it has fluctuated, the highest rate reached 
being 64 per cent. on September 26 last 
year. The rate has not been lower than 
4 per cent. since July, 1922, when it was 
3 per cent. It remained at that figure 
for practically twelve months. 

In view of the continued weakness of 
bill rates, the reduction in the Bank rate 
can hardly be said to have come as a 
surprise to the City of London, but cer 
tainly a change was not so generally 
anticipated, as was the case last Thurs- 
day. The rate has stood at 44 per cent. 
for a month, the previous alteration being 
on February.6, when it was lowered from 
5 per cent. 

The Bank rate reduction created a very 
favourable impression on the Stock 
Exchange. Gilt-edged securities quickly 
responded to the change; War Loan 5 per 
Cent. rising to 1027s. i 

FOREIGN RATES REDUCED.

HELPS BELFAST LINEN

The reduction of the Bank rate is 
generally welcomed in business circles in 
Belfast and Northern Ireland. It ts cal- 
culated that it will further stimulate 
business. The general bill rate for Trish 
banks will be 5 per cent., and hich-class 
trade bills payable in “sondon will be 44 
per cent. This latter rate will assist the 
linen-exporting houses by cheapening the 
rate for bills in respect of actual sales. 

There will be no alteration meanwhile 
in the overdraft rate of 6 per cent.. but 
the rate for deposits of all kinds will be 
reduced to 2 per cent. It is believed by 
stockbrokers and investors generally that 
the reduction will strengthen the demand 
for Gilt-edged securities and the better 
class speculative investments.

WHY PROFITS DECLINED. 


A[r. Samuel Courtauld presidea at the | 


meeting of the premier Rayon Company 
yestorday, and a full report of his im- 
portant speech is published in another 
page, 

‘It is difficult to resist the conclusion 
that without some measure of protection 
we shall be faced with two alternatives.’’ 
Those alternatives were a lowering of 
Wages or a permanent curtailment of pro- 
duction.. The two principal causes. for 
their decrease in profits were the growing 
uncertainty about the future of the Enzg- 
lish silk duties, which began to make itself 
felt about the time of the last general 
election, and the set-back to American 
industry caused by the Wall street 
cqllapse. 

The removal of the duties would be a 
first-class calamity to all concerned. 

The present deplorable condition could 
not have arisen had the Government been 
composed of business men or paid any 
attention to business interests. He, how- 
ever, did not -vish it to be understood that 
he was criticising the present Government 
in particular. I+ was high time that 
large questions affecting industry should 
cease to be the sport of party. politics. 

The dividends from the American 
Viscose Company accounted for more than 
half the total profits of Courtaulds for 
the year. The present American outlook 
is not very clear, 

At home they were working for reduced 
costs, and under anything like fair con- 
ditions they did not fear a trial of 
strencth with anybody. 

There were critics of their’ dividend 
policy, and their criticisms were mutually 
destructive. They could not please every- 
body unless everybody wanted t . same 
thing.

Mr. Laurence Breen, lesse oí the 
Theatre Royal, Waterford, and proprietor 
of the Hibernian Hotel, Tramore, who on 
last Wednesday was acquitted of a serious 
charge in the Central Criminal Court, 
Dublin, after a trial lasting three days, 
was killed about 4.30 last evening in a 
motoring. accident which occurred at 
Castlegannon, between Ballyhale and 
Mullinavat, County Kilkenny. Mr. 
Breen -was returning from Dublin at the 
time, and accompanying him in the car 
were Thomas Murphy, John O’Loughlin, 
Patrick O'Rourke and John Butler, al! 
of Waterford. All wére seriously injured 
with the exception of O'Loughlin, and 
last night were stated to be in a precarious 
condition. All the four were witnesses for 
the defence. 

THE ACCIDENT. 

Mr. Breen’s car, it appears, came into 
collision with a motor lorry owned by 
Messrs. Staunton, Kilkenny, and the im- 
pact was so great that the motor car was 
split in two. Mr. Breen was driving, and 
the driving wheel entered his chest. The 
injured men lay on the road bleeding pro- 
fusely. 

The Rev. Father Grace, Castlegannon, 
and the jocal schoolmaster, were soon on 
che scene, and cars were requisitioned to 
convey the injured men to Waterford. 
Breen was taken to the County and City 
Infirmary, where. several loca) doctors 
attended him, and a. specfalist was 
summoned from Dublin. At six o’clock, 
about two hours after admission, it was 
announced that }> was dead. The other 
injured men were conveyed to the County 
Hospital. where the Rev. Father Galvin,

The feature of yesterday's meeting of Ex- 
perts to the Novel re Ag who discussed 
the unit tonnage of submarines, was the view 
put forward by France, that the nations 
should be allowed a certain number of super- 
submarines up to three thousand tons. —. 

Great Britain and the United States inti- 
mated that they were prepared to accept as 
a basis of discussion a figure of eighteen 
hundred tons as the maximum unit oí dis- 
ylacement. Italy also favoured this figure, 
ut Japan made it clear that she wishes a 
maximum individual unit up to two thousand 


tons. 
FRANCE’S DESIRE. 

France named no particular figure. She 
was prepared to accept a figure which suited 
other countries, provided that she was allowed 
to keep a certain number of super-submarines 
up to three thousand tons. Such large sub- 
marines were necessary to protect her lines 
of communication. 

Great. Britain and the United States, while 
preferring a maximum figure of eighteen 
hundred tons, were prepared to compromise 
with two thousand tons. but on condition 
that there was only one class of submarine. 
Italy also was anxious to have only one 
class, and did not favour the super- 
submarine. 


UNITED STATES NAVY. 
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NO REDUCTION IN CRUISERS. 


From RevuTer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
WASHINGTON, Thursday. 

Mr. Cotton, Acting Secretary of State, 
commenting upon Mr. Stimson’s suggestion 
for a reduction of two hundred thousand 
tons in the United States Navy, said to-day 
that he believed that the reductions would 
be in capital shins, destroyers, and sub- 
marines, He supposed that Mr. Stimson 
was speaking In net tonnages. 

“SI believe,” said Mr. Cotton, “that he 
meant that there would be no reduction in 
cruiser tonnages, and that there might even 
be an increase. The reduction would be in 
the other three classes.’’

GRANTS TO IRISH

SUPPLEMENTARY 
ESTIMATES.

In Committee of the House of Commons 
last might, Mr. Lunn, Parliamentary Under 
Secretary for Dominion Affairs, presented a 
supplementary estimate of £247,500 for ez 
gratia grants to Irish loyahsts, and £4; 
compensation to transferred officers in the 
Irish Free State, who have been retired or 
discharged. Ho stated that the £247,500 was 
a final. estimate for awards by the Irish 
Grants Committee, dealing with consequences 
of events in beland between July, 1921, and 
May, 1923... He paid a tribute to the work 
of the members and Secretary of the Com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Amery (Conservative, Sparkbrook) 
agreed that the Committee deserved the 
thanks of the nation. He remarked that but 
one of the three members of the Committee— 
Sir John Oakley—had received no remuneta- 
tion for his services, which had occupied two 
days a week for more than three years. 
Speaking quite on his own initiative, Mr. 
Amery said that the Government might con- 
sider the exceptional circumstances of Sir 


John’s ‘Services. 
£2,250,000. 

He added that the nation would have paid 
not far off +£2,250,000 compensation to 
loyalists in Ireland, apart from much larger 
sums spent in connection with landed and 
other interests, The sum may be large, he 
said, but we close this chapter with a satis- 
faction that, at any rate, we have attempted 
to do substantial justice. 

As to the compensation to transferred 
officers, Mr. Lunn mentioned that there might 
be a further estimate of £15,000. 

Mr. Amery commented that that also would 
Close the chapter. 

Mr. Sanders (Labour, Battersea, North) re- 
marked that for the ex-gratia grants an origi- 
nal estimate of £400,000 had grown into much 
over £2,000,000. That was being met by the 
Labour Party, instead of by the Party re- 
sponsible for it, and he supposed that that 
was why the latter found it satisfactory. 
_Mr. Amery—There is satisfaction that jus- 
tice has been done, (Ministerial laughter.)

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DECORATION OF ROYAL 
GALLERY. 


Mh, BRANGWYN'S WORK 
“ UNSUITABLE,” 

The Central News Lobby Correspondent 
ain unfortunate situation has 
ariscn with yegard to the paintings by 
Mr. Frank Brangwyn, R.A.. which. iis 
the bequest of the late Lord Iveagh, were 
to have completed the decoration of the 
Royal Gallery of the House of Lords. The 
Fine. Art Commission have reluctantly 
come to the conclusion that the pictures 
are unsuitable for their surroundings. 

The Royal Gallery is that part of the 
building in which the King opened the 
Naval Conference. It is known also as 
the Waterloo Chamber, a name derived 
from its large historical frescoes by Danie! 
Maclise. The Peers War Memorial is to 
be erected at the southern end of the 
Gallery. 

Mr. Brangwyn’s pictures are de- 
scribed as brilliant in colouring, fertile 
in invention, and full of fancy. 
The Fine. Art Commission suggests that, 
in luxuriant variety and treatment, their 
insistent motives do not accord with the 
Waterloo Chamber, ~and that large paint- 
ings of tropical flora and fauna flanking 
the War Memorial and the historic 
cartoons would be inappropriate. The 
Commission do not think that the. pic- 
tures can do justice to their merits in the 
Royal Gallery. : 

. “EXTRAORDINARY,” 

. What strikes members as éxtraordinary 
is that the artist should not have béen 
given the benefit of the Fine Art Com- 
mission’s judgment until this late hour 
The Commission, I learn, express regret 
that they should have been prevented by 
an agreement between the artist and the 
late Lord “Tveagh -frm “reporting 
at a time when constructive criticism 
might have~been serviceable. 

“There has been.a Epos: to adapt the 
Royal Gallery to the pictures, but the 
Commission believe that,.even if this were 
done, the schemé would lack unity and 
cohesion. Mr. Brangwyn’s work, in their 
view, could not be adequately ‘appreciated 
unless it were placed in a building better 
snited for its display as regards both light 
and design,

MURDER CHARGE.
